So far the money from this fund 
ha* been used to erect the attrac- 
tlve pates at tha entrance to the 
college, to Install the soda founatn 
at the "Tea Huse, to award annually 
two or three scholarships covering 
tuition expense's of! $280 per year, 
ami to m*et"T!TneT~ulmllar" expenses. 
Last. fall twtf of these scholarships 
wcro given, and at tha beginning of 
■-""■the" l^nd' atcaafur, two ; ' mora for 
the half year wcro granted to stu- 
dents whose families had met with 
financial reverses after their com- 
ing to college In the fall. It was not 
considered desirable to pay out all 
• the money in the form of scholar- 
ships for the faculty doc,s not wish 
to offer many oD them as a means 
of attracting people to come to 
Sweet Rriar; the money is lo be 
used for students who 
\ Here, and who without the assistance 
'of a scholarship might have to with- 
draw from college. However, al-, 
" though scholarships prove of great 
help, they are sometimes insufficient 
in cases where students' parent* 
have suffered , severe financial set- 
backs. So It has been deemed best 
by the faculty to keep the number 
of scholarships awarded few, a ' 
.have the additional money for 
fund upon which students may draw 
for assistance in meeting their liv- 
ing expanse*. However, It did not 
, aeem qulto fair that a flew students, 
. should b* almost wholly supported 

many !8P 

pay their tuition, are badly in need 
of money to meet thelr-.living and 
personal expenses, as well as the 
many fees imposed upon students. 

So a Loan Fund wa» established 
whereby students might borrow 
sums of money to meet expanses 
other than those of tuition which a 
scholarship may,' or may not have 
covered. Tlse amount borrowed may 
. be paid baek^any time .within .five 

■ years- Tho general plan provides 
( for a student .paying nothing ■ the 

first year after she is out of college, 
but after some position providing. a 
living salary has been obtained, the 
money may be paid back gradually. 
There la now and has. been for 
■ tome timo a sum of approximately 
12,000 for tho purpose, which wll| 
take care of! reasonable demands of 
quite a few students. 

The academic requirements al 
not so high as those for a sthal.i.-- 
■ ship, but a student must haw i 
coIVed at least half merit gtwUi 
This, concession was mado bee mm 
tho faculty' felt that some Students 
who perhaps could not atain Wirl' 
academic standing! were ncvcrthnle; 
deserving- of assistance and who. 

■ would doubtless derive much bene- 
fit from continuing their college, 
education. This is especially true of 

-students who expect to suppo'H 
themselves for a time at least after 
their graduation. 

Having once secured a position 
with a living salary, students ought 
not to find any severe strain in pay- 
ing back tho money, as the amounts 
arc small ami tho period for pay- 
ment extends over several years. It 
has been decided that a girl ought not 
to burden herself with an indebted- 
ness contracted for more than two 
years so the Loan Fund is confined 
to the use of Juniors and Seniors. 
Tho suggestion haa been mao"c that 
music tuition scholarships might 
come out of the Book Shop fund. 
Tho fnculty who have complete con- 
trol of the funds but who also feel 
a trusteeship for individual students 
general, are always pleased to have 
students' opinions ' on the subject, 
. and in cases of necessity, students 
arc urged to consult Dr. Scott, head 
of the Book Shop committee, about 
making uso of- the fund provide,! 
as well as for tho student body In 
/or their convenience.
